Rural Production, 1 94.8-1,9 


This Bulletin repeats the principal statistics relating to cereals 
(some details slightly preyed’ and livestock recently published in 
Bulletins 7 and 12 and gives data concerning other crops, exports, manures 
used y implements, employment, etc. some items being provisional. Particu- 
lars of varieties of wheat barley and oats are PUD LE Shea in Bul vecin 4uee 
In the various tables in this bulletin details for 1948/49 are 
5, with those of the previous 2 years and with the pre-war year 
Apart from the comparisons shown in the tables, it is noted that there 

were three distinct phases in rural activities during the 20 years to 
1946. During the few years prior to 1930, the acreage under wheat for 
grain had increased very rapidly and reached the maximum acreage in that 
year while the numbers of sheep and cattle had decreased. The second 
phase was from 1930-1943, when there were substantial increases in the 
flocks and herds and in the areas of many other crops but decreases in the 
wheat areas, particularly from 1930 to 1943 when there were shortages of 
superphosphate and manpower and also controlled planting. The third phase 
was Trom 1945 to 1946 with the reversed trend of increased wheat acreages 
and decreased numbers of Sheep and cattle - drought losses being very 
severe, The present tendency is lor sheep and cattle numbers to be increas- 
ing after the drought with cereal areas generally decreasing slightly, 
Biemacercase fOr wheat being greater than the increases for barley and oats. 

Comparing the season 1948-49 with 1930-31, it is noted that there 
have been largely decreased acreages for wheat and hay but incrcases for 
matey, Oats, ryc, Sreen fodder, peas, lucerne and clover seed, vines, 
potatoes and other vegetables, chicory and canary seed. There have also 
been new crops such as flax, licorice, herbs, blue boiler peas, vegetable 
seeds, mustard seed, linseed, safflower and sunflower seeds, etc. Several 
of the new crops and some of those with increased acreages during the war 
have decreased again since, During the same period there were increases 
Meemeep 2nd cattle but decreases in horses and pigss 

The decrease in hay and also in other crop areas would be associated 
with the decrease in horse numbers as would also the tncrease in tractor 
numbers, There were increased areas of pastures top-dressed and also of 
cops grown for green fodder, which would ne associated with the 
increased numbers of sheep and cattle.

Drought losses in the years 1944-45 and 1945-46 had reduced stock 
numbers sonsiderably but sheep and cattle both recorded substantial 
increases during the past threseasons. The sheep total of 9,365,713 
represents an increase of 2,579,175 on the 6,786,538 for the drought year 
of 1946 though still 1,004,852 less than the record pre-drought total 
Go 10, 370,505 for 1943. The cattle total of 461,086 is an increase of 
15,799 on the record total of the previous year and of 86,990 on the 
drought figure of 374,096 in 1946. The horse total is less than half the 
number in 1936 and is the lowest since 1874. The pig total is the lowest 
since 1938 and has dropped from 186,007 to 71,427 in 5 years.
